' feeling in places in the correspondence 


somewhat out of the ordinary run of 
diplomatic correspondence. The vol- 
ume of foreign relations just published 
shows that the baron was obliged to 
call upon Secretary Olney to pay 
K267 as the United States' share, 
of maintaining old «x-King Mataafa' 
and took occasion to speak of the de- 
ficiencies in Samoan revenues and to 
ask the intentions of the United States 
as to remedial measures. 


Secretary Olney paid the money and 


declared that the existing treaty was 
unsatisfactory to the 
United Statea 


and should bo modified or abrogated. 


In his next letter the secretary hew- 


ever warned the ambassador that it 
was a grave error to assume to proceed 
as if the administration of Samoa were 
virtually and exclusively German, and 
expressed anticipation that concilia- 
tory and proper action would be en-t 
Joined upon the German consul aS 
Apia. 


A little later on the ambassador in 


turn wound up a note to Secretary Ol- 
ney by a blunt refusal to transmit his 
views to Berlin as requested, and re^ 
marked that the secretary must issuo 
suitable 
instructions to the United 


States ambassador at Berlin if he 
wished his views—diametrically oppo- 
site to 
a. 
former 
understanding— 


brought to -the notice of the Imperial 
government. 


Secretary Olney came promptly back 


at the ambassador by an equally blunt 
contradiction of his statement, saying: 
"I have been unable to find any war- 
rant for the conclusions you advance," 
and then the correspondence ran on, 
the secretary insisting on keeping the 
correspondence in Washington.

Havana, April 3.—Dispatches from 


Cienfugos, province of Santa Clara, an- 
nounce that Captain General Weyler 
lias ordered 
the arrest . and im- 


prisonment of the chief of police there, 
Senor Merina, several police inspectors 
and 35 other persons. 


It appears that the Captain General 


while visiting the marine hospital, 
which contained 20 patients, made in- 
quiries which elicited the information 
that the rations there were of a poorer 
quality than those served in the mili- 
tary hospitals, where there are 300 pa- 
tients. 


Thereupon he issued orders to the 


effect that while useless 
expenditure 


was to be avoided, all persons convict- 
ed of depriving the sick of what is due 
to them, will be severely punished. 


Among those who are said to be im- 


plicated in the scandal is a prominent 
property owner and member 
of the 


Santa uhira provincial deputation. It 
is further believed that the responsi- 
bility will reach other and more im- 
portant persons of high social stand- 
iug.It Is also said that several officers of 
high rank will shortly be arrested in 
connection with the same affair. 


The captain general has given a din- 


ner to the commanders of the volun- 
teer corps of the Cienfugos district, a 
force which he holds in high esteem. 


RIVERA NOT SHOT. 


He Was Not Killed at Sunrise, us Was 


Reported. 


Havana, April 3.—The report sent 


out from Key West to the effect that 
General Rivera was shot at sunrise is 
untrue. The trial by courtmartial of 
General Rivera is being proceeded with 
behind closed doors at San Cristobal. 


Hussiii Sends a Battery. 


London, April 3.—In the house of 


commons Mr. Curzon, the 
parliamen- 


tary secretary for the foreign office, an- 
swering a question, said that the Brit- 
ish admiral in Cretan waters had re- 
ported having received a dispatch from 
Colonel Vassos, the commander of the 
Greek army of occupation, which 
he 


said was "full of misrepresentations." 
Replying to a question relative to the 
employment of artillery in Crete, Mr. 
Curzon said he was not aware that any 
of the governments had reached a de 
cislon in this matter, except Russia, 
which country -was sending a mounted 
battery to the island.

Buccessfully in Windsor, Canada, Port 
Huron and Mount Clemens, Mich., as 
well as in Detroit, his former 
home, 


where he started 40 fires. His confes- 
sion concerning his career in Detroit 
has been corroborated by the flre mar- 
shal of that place.
